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County’s Adequate Roads Proposal 
To Have Public Hearing Tuesday

The Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Council will hold a public 
hearing next Tuesday on a 
bill designed “to assure that 
roads and other public facili¬ 
ties are adequate before de¬ 
velopment is permitted in a 
given area/' The hearing on 
CB-100 will be held on Tues¬ 
day, November 28, at 1:30 
p.m. in the County Adminis¬ 
tration Building in Upper 
Marlboro. Since the county 
council's legislative year 
ends on November 30, a vote 
is expected on CB-100 fol¬ 
lowing the hearing. 

Concerned that those opposed 
to the legislation “will turn out 
in large numbers to express their 
sentiments.” County Councilman 
Richard Castaldi has appealed 
for “the active involvement of 
all citizens to ensure that Coun¬ 
cil members hear two points of 
view.” 

A long-time advocate of stiffer 
adequate public facilities tests 
Castaldi earlier introduced two 
bills that were merged with CB- 
100. The legislation, supported 
by the county council and Coun¬ 
ty Executive Parris Glendening, 
was drafted by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Planning Department 
in 1988. Public hearings followed 
and in September 1989 the coun¬ 
ty council announced a stringent 
new policy governing develop¬ 
ment and transportation. 

Balance 

At the time Council Chair- 


set the balance between roads 
and vehicles” was in response 
to “growing citizen concerns over 
commuting time and impending 
gridlock.” 

Funding Requirement 

Basically CB-100 provides that 
100% of the cost of road con¬ 
struction required for a new de¬ 
velopment must be allocated be¬ 
fore any preliminary subdivision 
plat approval is given by the 
County Planning Board. For

county roads 100% of construc¬ 
tion funds must be allocated 
within the first four years of 
the current County Capital Im¬ 
provement Program (CIP) or 
within the first five years of 
the current State Consolidated 
Transportation Program (CTP) 
for state roads. 

Current Law 

Currently developers only have 
to show either that such needed 
roads are already in place, or 
will be available or programmed 
for a given area. 

Castaldi noted, “That current 
law permits development approv¬ 
al to occur provided that as little 
as $1.00 is included in the six 
year CIP Plan for road construc¬ 
tion.” 

Susan Matlick, executive dire, 
tor of the Suburban Maryland 
Building Industry Association 
(SMBIA) said that their mem¬ 
bers would try to persuade the 
county council to accept an ear¬ 
lier proposal (at a council task 
level) stipulating that 


transportation facilities would be 
considered programmed if 75% 
of road construction funds are 
budgeted in the six-year county 
CIP or state CTP. However, the 
county council insisted that 100% 
of the cost of road construction 
be covered within the four or 
five-year limits to assure that 
development does not outstrip 
roads and other public facilities 
needed to accommnH^^ 

Hamer Campbell, SMBIA go*', 
ernment affairs director, said 
the 100% formula “dumped the 
funding mechanism” on build¬ 
ers. He also expressed concern 
that CB-100 did not contain pro¬ 
visions for road improvement 
mitigation measures as an alter¬ 
native to new roads. According 
to CB-100, “Before January 15, 
1990, the Planning Board shalL 
develop proposed legislation and 
guidelines which define and ad¬ 
dress mitigation of traffic im¬ 
pacts that may be appropriate 
under certain circumstances.” 

CB-100 also requires that ade¬ 
quate police, fire and rescue fa¬ 
cilities be in place before de¬ 
velopment can begin with 100% 
of a fa cility' s construction cost 
contained within the first three 
years of the adopted CIP. 

Exempted 

Exempted from CB-100 re¬ 
quirements are those properties 
holding subdivision approval pror 
to October 27, 1970 if “a building 
permit . . . has been issued on or 
before December 31, 1991,” The 
10-acre Sunrise property in 
Greenbelt East, for example, was 
subdivided in the 1960*8 and un¬ 
less a building permit is acquired 
by the owners before December

NEWS REVIEW MARKS ANOTHER ANNIVERSARY 
COMPLETES FIFTY-TWO YEARS OF PUBLICATION 


This week the Greenbelt 
News Review will begin its 
fifty-third year of continu¬ 
ous publication. Originally, 
a letter-size mimeographed 
publication consisting of six¬ 
teen pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, the 
paper began publication on 
November 24, 1937 — within 
six weeks after the first 
Greenbelt families had un¬ 
packed their household be¬ 
longings. 

History 

Much is owned to the early 
Pioneers who recognized the im¬ 
mediate need for a news medium 
to keep people informed of local 
events and to provide a forum 
for the exchange of views. They 
laid down the principles that still 
guide the actions of the present 
News Review — a non-partisan 
non-profit cooperative endeavor, 
whose aims are to print the 
news accurately and fairly and 
to respect the Greenbelt “good 
neighbor” philosophy of life. 

At first the paper was pre¬ 


pared at the homes of various 
staff members. In January 1938 
the Federal Government (which 
owned Greenbelt at that time) 
made space available at the town 
commercial center, free of cost 
and also loaned much-needed fur¬ 
niture, typewriters, and office 
equipment. The paper moved its 
office four times before finally 
coming to rest in the present 
basement office at 15 Parkway. 

With the withdrawal of the 
Federal Government from town, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc,, through 
its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion, continued the Federal pol¬ 
icy of providing free office space 
with the paper reimbursing the 
corporation for out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop¬ 
erator free of charge to every 
home in town, beginning with av 
issue of September 7, 1939, The 
additional cost of local distribu¬ 
tion was small, and this radical 
change of policy provided larger 


circulation figures which could 
be used as evidence of the value 
of advertising in the Cooperator, 
once its distribution had become 
community wide. The town gov¬ 
ernments engaged more and more 
space for publication of pending 
ordinances, budgets and the like. 

The policy of free distribution 
remained unchanged except for 
an unsuccessful effort to go to 
c. subscription basis in 1953. Suc¬ 
cessive boards of directors have 
considered that the most impor¬ 
tant thing is to get the paper to 
each household in the city. 

Financial difficulties continued 
to plague the newspaper, and ap¬ 
peals were made to the busi- 
nesses and organizations in town 
for funds. Finally, in April 1959, 
the News Review resorted to a 
house-to-house community-wide 
drive for funds. Organized by 
Elaine Skolnik, who was aided 
by 125 volunteer court collectors, 
the drive netted over $1,500. It 
proved such an unqualified suc¬ 
cess that it was renewed again 
the following year. The yield 
from these two drives was suf-

New School Plan Saves Trees, 
Possible Pond Threatens More

Citizens, members of the city council, and city staff 
met with school board officials on Tuesday, November 14, 
to hear the latest proposal for construction of the new 
Greenbelt Elementary School. Previous proposals had elici¬ 
ted consternation among residents, city officials and tree 
lovers who were upset by the potential loss of trees near 
Research Road as a result of the construction. 


At the most recem meeting, 
attended by all members of the 
city council, City Manager James 
K. Giese, School Board Member 
Suzanne Plogman and approxi* 
mately 20 residents, the school 
board's architect, R. C, Garcia, 
unveiled a revised configuration 
for the soccer field which met 
with the general approval of all 
present. 

Soccer Field 

Garcia realigned the soccer 
field so that it is nearly per¬ 
pendicular to the rear corner of 
the school building, and follows 
the existing tree line. Approxi¬ 
mately one acre of trees will sti! 1 
need to be cut because a 10 to 
15 foot strip is needed around 
the soccer field to achieve what 
Garcia called a ‘reasonable 
slope” from the playing field to 
the woods. 

Pond? 

The major area of concern oc¬ 
curred when Garcia revealed that 


the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
staff are reviewing the site plans 
and might require che school 
board to construct a retention 
pond for storm water run-off. If 
M-NCPPC requires the pond an 
additional one-half acre of trees 
might be lost. Garcia expected to 
know within several weeks 
whether the pond would be re¬ 
quired. 

In addition to the possible tree 
loss, citizens were concerned 
about the safety of locating a 
pond near an elementary school. 
Garcia stated that such ponds 
were usually very shallow and 
often were constructed in such 
a way as to evaporate rapidly. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens stressed the need to pro¬ 
tect against unnecessary tree loss 
by making sure construction 
documents specifically designate 
where clearing would take place

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ficient to meet the operating 
needs of the paper for much of 
the next 25 years. 

By 1985, however, the paper 
found itself desperately in need 
of a replacement generation of 
volunteers, and with its reserve 
cash almost depleted. The staff 
was unable to keep up with both 
the expanding news of a rapidly 
growing city and the solicitation 
of advertising to pay for print¬ 
ing costs. A two-month cam¬ 
paign by the “Friends of the 
News Review,” brought in 80 
volunteers (almost three times 
the original goal) and over $13,- 
000 in cash donations. 

Libel Suit 

The News Review' experience. 1 
the agonies of a libel suit start¬ 
ing in the mid-1960’s. The libel 
charges arose out of the paper’s 
publication of remarks by citi¬ 
zens at a public city council 
meeting regarding a proposal 
made to the city by a local de¬ 
veloper, Charles Bresler. A Prince 
Georges County jury found the 
remarks libelous and a $17,500 
judgment awarded Bresler was 
later affirmed by the Maryland 
Court of Appeals. The U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court, however, in May 
1970 reversed and vacated the 
judgment, ruling that the News 
Review was “performing its 
wholly legitimate function as a 
community newspaper when it 
published full reports of these 
public debates in its news col¬ 
umns. To hold otherwise,” the 
high court said, “would subvert 
the most fundamental meaning of 
a free press.” 

During the four-year legal 
struggle, the Greenbelt Freedom 
of the Press Committee collected 
over $30,000 from the community 
to help meet legal expenses and 
to pay the judgment in case of 
unsuccessful appeal. ($20,000 was 
later returned to contributors.! 

As We Are 

Although some readers may 
recall when the News Review 
had only two pages, the stand¬ 
ard size today is 12 and may be 
as large as 28 pages. The decid¬ 
ing factor each week is the num¬ 
ber of inches of advertising 
which determines the number of 
pages that can be paid for. 

At present 10,300 iree copies 
of the News Review are dis¬ 
tributed weekly to homes in 
Greenbelt, including Springhill 
Lake, Greenbriar, Greenbrook,

Staffing 

The staff consists of volunteer 
workers, most of whom have 
joined the paper as their contri¬ 
bution to their community’s ac¬ 
tivities. Since March 1957, nom¬ 
inal payments have been author¬ 
ized to the editorial staff and to 
columnists. Since 1985 the edi 
tor has been paid a small salary. 
There have been 39 changes in 
editorship during the paper’s 52 
years. The position is at present 
held by Mary Lou Williamson. 
There are now 65 staff members. 

An innovation begun 10 
years ago, augmenting the staff 
through an agreement with the 
Department of English and 
Journalism of the University of 
Maryland to accept placement of 
student interns, is being contin¬ 
ued to the News Review’s ad¬ 
vantage. 

Interns have participated 
the regular work of writing and 
editing copy for this paper. The 
program is sponsored by the Al¬ 
fred M. Skolnik Memorial Fund. 
This fund also provides for a 
yearly $100 Savings Bond to be 
awarded to an outstanding Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School grad¬ 
uate interested in the field of 
writing.

31, 1991, the property would 

need to go through the resubdi¬ 
vision process under the provis¬ 
ions of proposed CB-100. 

County Council Planning 
Coordinator Warren Kahle noted 
that a possible amendment to 
this provision would be offered 
by staff to council requiring con¬ 
struction to actually be begun, in 
addition to a building permit be¬ 
ing obtained, 

CB-100 also significantly tight¬ 
ens the findings required by the 
Planning Board in determining 
that a road project is “program¬ 
med.” Under the proposed legis¬ 
lation that board will broaden 
the scope of each study of trans¬ 
portation adequacy by includin'; 
additional intersections—not sim¬ 
ply the nearest critical intersec¬ 
tion as is the current practice— 
as well as major road links to th 
intersections. Also, previously 
approved preliminary, final and 
recorded plats (in the area of 
a proposed project) will be taken 
into consideration. 

Matlick and Campbell said that 
the SMBIA is lobbying to defeat 
the new council proposal. The 
concern is that if there were a 
lack of public money, the cost 
of new roads would shift to de¬ 
velopers. The opponents fear this 
would lead to higher housing 
costs. 

Castaldi views CB-100 along 
with other recent initiatives by 
the county council as improving 
the quality of life for ail citi¬ 
zens of the county. Approved in 
September was Castaldi’s CB-68 
which shortens and improves pro¬ 
cedures for development and re¬ 
view of County Master Plans and 
Sectional Map Amendments. 

Council also approved a County 
Landscape Manual which is de¬ 
signed to “enhance the appear¬ 
ance of Prince Georges County 
by improving the quality of 
landscaping, buffering and screen¬ 
ing throughout the county.” 
Minimum mandatory standards 
are established and regulations 
set forth which apply to public 
rnd private development. 

The county council is expected 
to pass three bills designed to 
adopt and implement a tree 
preservation policy requiring an 
inventory of forest land prior to 
development, a conservation plan 
to save existing trees and a le- 
forestation plan following con¬ 
struction.

Move the Metro Yard 


Given the heavily pro-develop¬ 
ment climate in Prince Georges 
County under the present ad¬ 
ministration, a significant por¬ 
tion of the 105-acre gravel pit 
property would very likely un¬ 
dergo high density development 
in the near future (i.e. high rise 
office buildings, hotels, etc.). Our 
current traffic and crime prob¬ 
lems would increase. 

Equally important, the con¬ 
struction of the tr«in yard out¬ 
side the beltway would require 
clearing a large tract of high- 
quality wetlands on the BARC 
property. The Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency and the Army 
Corps of Engineers are charged 
with the responsibility of pro¬ 
tecting wetlands from destruc¬ 
tion if any other option exists. 

We believe that other options 
do exist and feel that they should 
be evaluated, allowing for citizen 
input. The gravel pit property 
and other sites on the Green Line 
should be explored as pops^He 
options for the train yard. The 
Metro yard should rot extend 
outside the beltway. The bene¬ 
fits would be preservation o f 
one of the few remaining wet¬ 
land areas in the county and 
avoiding more high density de¬ 
velopment in Greenbelt.

Metro Station Approval 
May Be Issued Shortly 

Construction of the Greenbelt 
Metro station has not yet begun. 
The permit needed from the U.S 
Army Corps of Engineers could 
be received by Metro m the next 
few weeks. 

The Greenbelt Metro station 
will be located south of the Belt- 
way near Springhill Lake, and 
the rail yard maintenance facili¬ 
ties will be north of the Beltway. 
Part of the extensive wetlands 
north of the Beltway will be de¬ 
stroyed. State law requires that 
the amount of wetlands in the 
state must stay the same, so new 
wetlands will have to be created. 

The current proposal, accord¬ 
ing to a spokesperson at the Fish 
and Wildlife Service in Annapo¬ 
lis, is to create wetlands near 
the old Beitsville Airport near 
Springfield Road. The site is 
currently an open field surround¬ 
ed by mature upland and wetland 
forest. 

The Beitsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center will still own the 
land and use it as a wetland 
research center.

Garcia agreed to notify city staff 
one week in advance of construc¬ 
tion so both staff and residents 
might be at the site prior to 
excavation. 

Schedule 

Garcia stated that the school 
board has addressed the citi¬ 
zens’ concerns, but that he could 
not be coming back to the city 
with every change because then 
“we will be here until next year.” 
As it stands now, tne design 
and construction documents were 
to have been completed by No 
vember 6. The contract docu¬ 
ments are slated for completion 
in early February, and construe 
tion is expected to begin between 
May and June 1990, If all goes 
according to schedule, the school 
will be open by September 1991. 
However, Garcia admitted tha 1 
the school board is currently 
about three weeks behind sched¬ 
ule. 

Center School Principal John 
Van Schoonhoven expressed 
strong approval for the current 
configuration which he says 
the least costly and most desir¬ 
able educational plan for the 
school. While the soccer field is 
not the best possible orientation, 
it will work effectively. “It mar¬ 
ries all the interests,” commented 
Garcia. “We don’t want one more 
tree cut than is necessary,” Van 
Schoonhoven affirmed.

City Hires ESPR0, Inc. 

To Assess Gypsy Threat 

by Eric Berlin 

The city has hired ESPRO, Inc. 
to perform counts of gypsy moth 
egg masses throughout the e ; ty. 
The gypsy moth caterpillar has 
become an increasingly bother¬ 
some pest in Maryland in recent 
vears, with the potential to de¬ 
foliate, and kill substantial num¬ 
bers of trees. 

The city's program will sup¬ 
plement that of the state, which 
will spray again next spring. The 
state will only spray areas cov¬ 
ering at least 25 continuous 
acres, 50% of which are oak 
(the caterpillar’s favorite tree 
food) with at least one house 
per ten acres and at least a 
50% tree canopy. 

Because the state spray will 
not fully eradicate the caterpil¬ 
lars, and because there may be 
areas of the city with a cater¬ 
pillar problem which do not meet 
the state criteria, the city will 
be contracting for its own spray 
in addition to that performed 
by the state. The egg mass counts 
performed by ESPRO will help 
the city determine where the city 
should spray. 

Residents are asked net to 
remove egg masses from trees 
until ESPRO has completed its 
egg mass counts, and to allow 
ESPRO agents onto their pro¬ 
perty to conduct the counts.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again; 

As winter sets in we will experience nasty slush, freezing 
lain, and frost - all the stuff that makes winter time driving and 
car maintenance important. Make sure the engine antifreeze is 
protected from freezing. 

Make certain the exhaust system is intact and there are no 
holes in it for complete exhaust flow from underneath the vehicle. 
Make certain your windshield washer bottle is full of solvent and 
that the solvent is protected from freezing. 

Last but not least are the wiper blades. When your wiper 
blades become frozen with slush or ice they do not wipe well and 
you have to smack the ice off. That gets old quick. One alterna¬ 
tive is snow blades. These are special wiper blades designed for 
winter use. They are totally enclosed in rubber so that ice and 
frozen matter will not build up and stop the wiping action. These 
units are just like regular wiper blades to install and might be 
something to consider.
